AMENDMENT AND RESPONSE 



This Amendment and Response is being filed in reply the Office Action dated 
April 19, 2005 requiring restriction of the claims on file to one group, as identified by the 
Examiner. Although no fee is believed to be due for entrance of this Amendment and Response,

A summary of this correspondence is as follows. In response to the requirement of 
restriction of the claims to Group I (1 - 14), being drawn to a seat assembly, classified in class

vehicle, Claims 14-20 are being withdrawn without prejudice and with right of reentry into this
